E i g h t crewmen reported sur- 


vived the crash and were hospital- 
ized but released after treatment. 


The big four-engine plane, oper- 


ated by a British Commonwealth 
company, was coming in from 
Jakarta, Indonesia, where it had 
stopped over on its regularly 
scheduled flight from Sydney, Aus- 
tralia, to London. 


It crashed at the end of the run- 


way after skimming over rooftops 
on a normal approach for the land- 
ing.

Czechs Charge They Fly

MUNICH, Germany <*—Two American navy carrier-based planes 


were attacked- by a Communist MIG near the Czech-German border 
Friday. Czechoslovakia charged immediately that they had flown over 
ts vital uranium-producing center at Jachymov, 35 miles inside the 
Iron Curtain and fired the first shot. 


The navy said one of the two 


American propeller-driven planes 
was damaged but both pilots man- 
aged to bring their aircraft safely 
down at Neubiberg airbases in the 
American zone of Germany near 
Munich.

said air investigation into thA 
shootings was ordered by the U.S. 
Sixth Fleet. He safd first reports 
showed empty aviation ammuni- 
tion cartridges were found on Ger- 
man soil after the attack. One

said, however, the planes had "in- 
advertently" crossed into Czech 
territory. Clouds covered much of 
the frontier area over which they 
were flying. 


Bavarian police were the first to 


report the incident and it was 
hours before army, navy or air 
force came out with an official con- 
firmation of the shooting. 


Beaten to Punch 


Before they did, the Red govern- 


ment of Czechoslovakia alretdy 
had aaaooBead orsr th« Prague 


Radio that it had lodged a formal 
note of protest with the U. S. em- 
bassy charging the planes had en- 
tered its territory at Domazlice in 
the early afternoon and flew as far 
east as'Jachymov—one of the So- 
viet world's most important pro- 
ducers of atomic energy raw mate- 
rials. 


The Czech broadcast said one of 


that country's jets intercepted the 
American aircraft and demanded 
that they follow it to a landing.in- 
side Czechoslovakia. 


"However, the American planes 


refused to follow this demand and 
attacked the Czech plane." the 
Prague Radio report claimed. 
"The Czech plane then used its 
weapons in self-defense." 


The navy said the two planes 


were on a routine training flight 
off the Essex-class carrier Ran- 
dolph. The Randolph is attached 
to the Sixth Fleet, which is ti>e 
backbone of the NATO naval de- 
feaw system.

President Nixon states the 
case for the Republican ad- 
ministration tonight in a ra- 
dio-television address while 
a family fight rages within 
the GOP over Sen. McCarthy 
(R-Wis) and some of his in- 
vestigative aides. 


Friday McCarthy bitterly pro- 


tested Army Department officials 
had attempted to "blackmail" his 
investigations subcommittee into 
dropping a probe of the Army. 
He made public a document that 
represented Secretary of the Army 
Robert T. Stevens as trying to 
divert the group's attention to a 
search for wrongdoing in the Navy, 
Air Force and Defense Depart- 
ment. 


Called Untrue 


Stevens aim John G. Adams, the 


Army's general counsel retorted 
that such accusations were untrue. 
McCarthy had sale, Adams told 
him several months ago a report 
embarrassing to the subcommittee 
would be made public unless an 
investigation of the Army were 
called off. 


Adams labeled the blackmail 


charge "fantastic and false," and 
Stevens likewise used "fantastic" 
to describe the idea that he would 
"do other than uphold the hand 
of the Army, the Navy, the Air 
Force and the Defense Depart- 
ment." 


Before the day was over some 


Republicans as well as Democrats 
m the Senate were demanding in- 
vestigations to determine who is 
telling the truth in the crossfire 
of accusations. 


Nixon Designated 


Nixon had been designated last 


Monday to deliver the party's 
reply to criticism by Adlai E. 
Stevenson, the 1952 Democratic 
presidential nominee. One of Ste- 
venson's thnists was a description 
of the GOP as "half McCarthy and 
half Eisenhower." 


P r e s i d e n t Eisenhower had 


backed Stevens when, after an 
earlier row with McCarthy, the 
secretary said he would protest 
Army w i t n e s s e s against any 
"abuse" at the hands of investigat- 
ing committees. 


The explosion that again shat- 


tered the peace between Stevens 
and McCarthy came when Senate 
soutces Friday made public an 
Army report saying efforts were 
made to get special treatment for 
G. David Schine, an unpaid con- 
sultant to McCarthy's subcommit- 
tee, after Schine was inducted last 
November as a private. 


The report cited 'instances when 


McCarthy had allegedly exerted 
pressure on Army Department of- 
ficials 
and 
his subcommittee's 


chief counsel. Roy Cohn, allegedly 
had used threats. 


Reveals Files 


McCarthy's retort of "blackmail" 


was accompanied by memoranda 
he said came from the subcommit- 
tee files and depicted officials try- 
ing to sidetrack probes of Army 
matters. 


Nixon said he will "not dodge 


the issues" in tonight's speech, 
which will be carried at 9:30 p. m., 
CST over CBS television and radio 
networks and those NBC radio sta- 
tions which carried Stevenson's ad- 
dress a week ago. 


But Nixon kept his own counsel

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Speaker Tells of Weakness 
In Russian Government

OREGON—Louis J. Alber. world traveler and foreign correspondent, 


warned Rotary club members here Thursday night of a world Com- 
munist conspiracy, but he said the Soviet system contains weaknesses 
which the United States may use for profit. 


We are in an "undeclared piece- 


meal global war" which we do not 
understand, but that we had better 
understand before it is too late, 
Alber warned. 


H« said the Communist conspir- 


acy has a fifth column in each 
country with a leader trained in 
Russia. He said the fifth column in 
the United States is the Communist 
party. The Kremlin blueprint, he 
warned, calls for world conquest, 
particularly the United States since 
the rest would be easy. However, 
he said, the blueprint does not call 
for active war, but conquest by 
more subtle means. 


The speaker said there are weak- 


nesses in the Soviet system, and 
that the United States should know 
and profit by them to "make the 
Kremlin walls crumble." 


One weakness, he said, is that a 


few people control and rule. Rus- 
sian agriculture is not up to par, 
and no country or army can exist 
without food, he continued. Farm- 
ers and industrial workers in Rus- 
sia and her satellites carry on pas- 
give resistance, he said, and pro- 
duce less than their capacity. 


Another weakness, he reported, 


is that of 210 million population in 
the Soviet Union, only 90 million 
are Russians, and conquered people 
could revolt. 


In the Caspian sea area, are 25 


million Moslems making up 98 per 
cent of the population, he pointed 
out, and that is the strongest bul- 
wark 
against Communism, 
"a 


strong religion, a faith in God." 


Alber said now is the time to act,

Molotov Disregards History in 


Predicting NATO's Fate 


Russian Foreign Minister Molotov recently likened the 


North Atlantic Treaty to the prewar anti-Comintern pact of 
the Axis powers. He said he has no doubt the fate of NATO 
will be no better than that of the earlier pact between Ger- 
many, Italy and Japan. 


This is a typical piece of Communist camouflage laid 


across past history, which Mr. Molotov foolishly imagines 
no one can remember. 
To begin with, the Axis treaty was for all practical pur- 


poses an offensive pact. The three Axis countries were bent 
on aggression. They had their sights set, too, on more than 
iust Communist Russia. Among them they expected ulti- 
mately to subdue Asia, Africa and the European democracies. 


Molotov wrongly implies that it was directed solely at 


the Soviet Union. He also implies incorrectly that Russia 
alone smashed this effort. The blunt truth is that without 
Allied aid. particularly materiel from the United States, Rus- 
sia very likely would have lost the war to Germany. 


In the fall of 1942, the Russians were perilously close to 


defeat. At that moment the "anti-Comintern" pact must 
have looked reasonably impressive to Moscow. 


The NATO pact is something else. It is purely defensive 


in character. It came into being slowly, painfully, only after 
all efforts at reasonable settlement of postwar issues with 
Russia had collapsed. Given a cooperative Kremlin, there 
would have been no need for NATO. 
As for Molotov's jaunty assurance that NATO's fate 


will be no better than the Axis pact suffered, he is here in- 
dulging in wishful thinking. No one wants war. If anybody 
starts it, Russia will.

But Russia another time would not have the benefit of 


American and other Allied materiel. She would have the 
combined weight of the free world—not inconsiderable today 
—thrown against her. 


To be sure, Russia has increased output substantially 


since World War II, and has drawn Iron Curtain countries 
into her -fold. But as things now stand, and are likely to be 
at least for the next two decades, the Soviet Union has no 
grounds for such optimism as Molotov so glibly expressed. 


Always assuming, of course, that Western Europe, in- 


cluding Western Germany, stays in the Allied orbit. 


The foreign minister's excess bravado disturbs no one 


who can recall what really happened in the great war.

Books About Lincoln 
By THE REV. NEIL J. CRAWFORD 


Part II 


Brooks never claimed to be an intimate friend, yet 


he surely was as nearly that as any man in Washington. 
Edward D. Baker was killed very early in the War and 
Noah Brooks filled a need in Lincoln's life. 
L". the 


preface of his "Abraham Lincoln," (Centennial edition) he 
says, "It was my good fortune to know Lincoln with some 
degree of intimacy, 
our acquaintance beginning with the 


Fremont campaign of 1856, when I was a resident of Illi- 
nois, (Dixon) and continuing through the Lincoln-Douglas 
Canvass, two years later. 
That relation became more 


intimate and confidential when in 1862, I met Lincoln m 
Washington, and saw him almost daily until his tragic 
death. This preliminary egotism may be pardoned by 
way of explanation of the fact that many things relating 
to his early life, herein set down, were derived from his 
own lips, often during hours of secluded companionship." 


One of these "hours of secluded companionship" was 


on Sunday, November 15, 1863, four days before the Get- 
tysburg Address. 
He and the President went that day 


to Alexander Gardner, the photographer, where a photo- 
graph was to be made. Lincoln had an advance copy of 
the address Edward Everett delivered four days later. 
It covered two full pages of a Boston newspaper Brooks 
asked Lincoln about his own speech and he replied that 
his speech would be "short, short, short," that it was 
written, "but not yet finished." One copy of the photo- 
graph made that day shows an envelope on the table be- 
side the sitter. It contained Everett's two-hour address. 


Brooks wrote about that sitting in 1894, and his articles 


were published in the Century Magazine. What a shame 
Isaac N. Arnold, another friend of Lincoln, writing at 
that time did not have the newspaper man Brooks, as 
his proofreader. 
Arnold's "Life of Abraham Lincoln" 


appeared that same year and launched an error that 
seemingly will not die. It was he who fathered the story 
that "President Lincoln, while in the cars on his way 
from the White House to the battlefield, was notified that 
he would be expected to make some remarks also. Ask- 
ing for some paper, a rough piece of foolscap was handed 
to him, and retiring to a seat by himself, with a pencil, 
he wrote the address which has become so celebrated." 


The fact is that Mr. David Wills wrote to the Presi- 


dent on November 2, 17 days before the dedication date, 
ary, 1954, getting ecstatic over his great discovery of 
facts known to the world for 54 years. Among her out- 
standing contributions are her appreciation of rural life 


November 19, 1863. Nothing was wntten on the tram. 
John G. Nicolay, one of Lincoln's private secretanes, cor- 
rected the error of Arnold sixty years ago, yet I heard it 
repeated again this year on a national broadcast. 


Noah Brooks could have set Isaac Arnold right. Of 


course, if he had, Mary Shipman Andrews. wouH never 
have wntten her little classic. "The Perfect Tribute," 
about Lincoln's immortal speech. 


Robert Todd Lincoln praised a book by Brooks, 


"Abraham Lincoln," very highly. Granting that Lincoln's 
son, Robert, was prejudiced, yet what man would not 
cherish such praise? 
I do not know exactly how long 


Noah Brooks was in Dixon with The Telegraph, but he 
was here in 1856 and did not leave earlier than the latter 
part of 1858. It is evident from his writings that he 
cherished his Dixon days and that he was fond of his 
friend, Father Dixon, the founder of the town 


Biographies of Lincoln are like heavenly bodies: the 


planets have their satelites. We shall look at the planets 
that make up the main galaxy of the Lincoln skies and 
pass by the satellites 


Four campaign biographies appeared m 1860 wnt- 


ten by J. H. Barrett, D. W Bartlett, W. D. Howells and 
John Locke Scnpps. Howell's book I find the most inter- 
esting. 
He though so too, for he told Mark Twain in 


1870, 
"I wrote the life of Lincoln that elected him." 


He probably did, too. "When the book appeared in 


the summer of 1860, Lincoln, at the request of Samuel C. 
Parks of Chicago, read the book and made corrections 
with pencilled notations on the margins." This book with 
the notations was reproduced m 1938 by the Abraham 
Lincoln Association 
Since it was corrected carefully by 


Lincoln, it has almost the quality of an autobiography. 


None of the wartime biographies was really im- 


portant. Benjamin Thomas considers Josiah G. Holland's 
"Life of Abraham Lincoln" '1865) the best of the earlier 
biographies. 
Around this planetary book are such satel- 


lites as "The Life and Public Service of Abiaham Lin- 
coln" by Henry J 
Raymond, editor of the New York 


Times; the various books by Isaac W. Arnold, and F. B. 
Carpenter's "My Six Months at the White House." 


In 1888 William Herndon lifted a raucous voice of 


dissent. He felt that the other -writers with the excep- 
tion of Ward Lamon. had dehumanized his partner at law, 
Abraham Lincoln. His two-volume "Life of Lincoln" gave 
us down-to-earth information about Lincoln's appearance 
and daily habits, for which we owe him an incalculable 
debt. On the other hand, modem scholars such as Mrs. 
J. R. Randall have proved he was cruelly unfair to Mary 
Todd Lincoln and the Ann Rutledge story is mostly fic- 
tion 
I would not say that Herndon lied, but I would say 


hated Lincoln's wife so much that he wanted to believe 
anything that would hurt her 


Only a half dozen men knew Lincoln well. One was 


Henry Clay Whitney. His book, "Life on the Circuit With 
Lincoln," was the last important book wntten by a man 
who knew him. 


Ida Tarbell was the first of the modern school of re- 


search scholars who sought sources in old records in old 
court houses and other dusty places including country 
roads. Her "Life of Lincoln" published in 1900 had all 
the essential information about Austin Gollaher who saved 
Lincoln's life when they both were boys in Kentucky. It 
was fascinating to find a writer in a magazine in Febru- 


and her pictures of buildings which have since been 
destroyed by time. 


As we get closer to our own time, we ate on more 


familiar ground. 
Dr. William E. Barton wrote many 


books and made important disto\enes. 
His work on 


Lincoln's ancestors is especially impoitant. 


A whole book would be necessary to chronicle the 


work of such living men as Paul Angle, Benjamin Thomas, 
Allan Nevins and others who are adding so much to our 
knowledge and understanding. Let us briefly state some 
differences in modern writings from those of earlier bi- 
ographies. 


1. President Lincoln used to be presented as a giant 


among dwarfs. Now he is presented .as a giant among 
giants. 


2. Lincoln used to be presented as an emotional med- 


dler who did not understand war. Now he is considered 
the first man who really understood the fact that modem 
war is an extension of economics and politics 


3. Lincoln's kindness used to be played up at the ex- 


pense of his more vinle qualities 
Now we know he had 


a robust temper that could bum as well as bless. 


4. Lincoln used to be considered a dreamer out of this 


world. We now appreciate his tremendous realism. 


5. Lincoln's father used to be presented as a wander- 


ing vagrant. 
Now we know that he was always solvent, 


and that he was held in high respect as a man and a 
craftsman. 


6. Lincoln's boyhood environment used to be pre- 


sented as a cultural desert 
We now know his farm 


homes were on the mam highways and many men Of 
learning went that way 


7. Lincoln's wife used to be presented as a shrew 


Now she is credited with the charm, culture and intel- 
ligence which she really possessed.

She was sick 
about a week with fever and vomit- 
ing, 
and although treated by the 


vetermanan she died from what he 
said was hepatitis. The children 
handled her a great deal and I am 
worried sick about whether they 
might get this from the puppy.

A—There Is a disease of human 


beings commonly called infec- 
tious hepatitis or epidemic jaun- 
dice which Is caused by a virus 
which attacks principally the liv- 
er. The disease In dogs Is prob- 
ably also caused by a virus, but 
probably the two are not alike, 
and at any rate, there does not 
seem to be much, If any, danger 
from contracting it from dogs. I 
have beards of no reports of hu- 
man cases of epidemic hepatitis 
directly contracted in this man* 
ner.

A— It sounds very much as 


though there was some definite 
interference with the circulation 
in the arm and that during the 
night In particular, perhaps be- 
cause of the position of this limb, 
the blood flow is partially cut off. 
There are several possible causes 
around the shoulder or neck, and 
It would porbably be necessary 
to make X-rays and other tests 
for cervical rib or for some other 
cause for this distressing condi- 
tion.

Electrical Equipment 
Can Overload Circuit

This little safety warning came to my attention the other day. Do 


your electric lights blink when you plug in the !?on? If they happen 
to do so in your home, It means the wiring circuit is overloaded. It's a 
good idea to check it and relieve the load. You will have much less 
chance of a fire starting if you do something about this at once. Re- 
member, too. that no piece of electrical equipment 
you buy can perform at its best if the current fur- 
nished for it is not adequate. 


Baking of Custard 


Was asked a question last week in regard to the 


baking of custard. 
This home-maker was having 


trouble with it not getting done. This is a common 
difficulty now as we are using more homogenized 
milk. You Will find it necessary to bake custard 
about twice as long. You will generally have a 
firmer custard with a little tougher top surface and 
little browning.

You may also notice the tendency toward quicker curdling when 


you make creamed soups, scalloped potatoes, caramels and creamed 
vegetables. This also comes from homogenized milk. For this reason 
the home maker may want to watch carefully the type of milk she 
purchases. 


For drinking there is nothing nicer than homogenized milk but for 


cooking you may want it only pasteurized. 


Evaporated Milk 


By the way, as a homemaker, 


are you making use of evaporated 
milk and fat-free dry milk? Evap- 
orated milk costs about two-thirds 
as much as whole, fresh milk; fat- 
free dry milk costs about one- 
fourth as much. Be wise and add 
powder to fresh milk to put extra 
nourishment in each cup. Dry milk 
solids have all the goodness of fluid 
milk except for Vitamin A (which 
is found m fat); but the calcium, 
phosphorus, B vitamins, protein, 
and milk sugar are still preserved. 


You can gain extra nourishment 


and expect richer browning when 
you use an extra amount of dry 
milk powder in baking. 


Try the following Lenten dish— 


macaroni, cheese and eggs: 


% C. macaroni (pieces) 
l^i C. water or fluid milk - 
% C. dry milk solids 
Vi t. salt 
1V4 T. fat 
IVi C. grated cheese 
2 T. flour 
4 hard-cooked eggs, sliced 


• Crumbs, mixed with melted fat 


Note: For added milk value use 


% cup dry milk solids and iVs T. 
flour In place of amounts given 
above. 


Cook macaroni In salted water; 


drain. Put the water or fluid milk 
into a pan, add dry milk, flour and 
•alt. Beat until smooth. Add fat 
and cook over very low heat (use 
heavy pan), or use. double boiler. 
Stir to prevent lumping and stick- 
Ing. Remove from heat and stir in 
cheese. 


Place macaroni In greased bak- 


ing dish, cover with the eggs, and 
add the cheese sauce. Sprinkle 
crumbs over top. Brown in moder- 
ate oven of 350 degrees about 20 
minutes. Makes about 4-6 servings. 


Cocoa Mix 


Here'* a, cocoa mix to keep on 


hand for evening snacks, to speed 
up breakfast preparation, and for a 
aubstantial lunchtime beverage. 
Why don't we substitute one cup of 
cocoa every day for one cup of 
coffee. We'd not only help the 
dairy farmer, but have stronger 
bones that would resist breaking, 
havfe shiny hair and fairer skins as 
a result. 


This mix make* one quart: 
% cup sugar 
Vi t. salt 


% cup cocoa 
8 cups dry 
milk 


Combine all together and store 


In a tightly covered container. To 
make beverage, use Vi cup of the 
mix to one cup water (or 1 cup 
fluid milk). Use the latter if it's 
hard to get milk down Junior or 
Grandma. 


Cook over direct heat in a heavy 


pan for 3 minutes. Beat until frothy 
before serving. Should you prefer: 
Bring it to boil over low heat, stir- 
ring constantly. Then place over 
boiling water and cook for 15 min- 
utes. 


For the Spring Decorator 


1. There should be at least one 


common color in rooms that join. 
Consider this when buying that can 
of paint. It's still better to have 
more common colors. Professional 
decorators plan a whole downstairs 
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color scheme around three main 
colors. 


2. Use patterned drapery fabrics 


on plain walls or vice versa—use 
plain materials only on patterned 
walls. It is quite permissible to 
use plain fabrics on plain walls. 


3. Small ropms should be paper- 


ed with daintier designed papers. 
Only large rooms and large uncut 
wall areas can take the bold pat- 
terned papers. 


4. Use the same wall treatment 


in adjoining rooms to get unity. 
This is especially wise if rooms 
have a large archway between. 


5. When buying draperies, have 


them pick up colors that have been 
used elsewhere in the room. 


6. Match wall or rug to large up- 


holstered pieces; this reduces their 
visual size and creates a great deal 
of spaciousness. 


7. Remember that warm colors 


or advancing colors with red and 
yellow in them reduce room size 
while cool colors of blue and green 
hues recede and so increase appar- 
ent size of a room. 


8. A room looks best when the 


colors of walls and draperies are 
not too different in tone. If either 
one attracts too much attention 
then the balance in the room is up- 
set. 


9. Colors that reflect the most 


light are the yellows or the other 
colors that have much yellow mix- 
ed with them. 


10. Colors that reflect the least 


light are reds and blues and hues 
that have much red or blue mixed 
with them.

these averages have closed so 
high. In marked contrast, the Rail 
averages continued to act poorly 
and closed the week with a net 
loss of 1.47 points. The Utilities 
also reached a new high close to- 
dav. 


The week's market advance has 
a.gain been featured by strength in 
the high-grade investment issues, 
too numerous to single out by 
name. So far 
f»s industries are 
concerned, strength appears es- 
pecially evident among the air- 
crafts, the machine tool compa- 
nies that supply the aircraft man- 
ufacturers, the air 
conditioning 
stocks, the top-grade oils and the 
well-established operating utilities. 
The stock market, with the nota- 
ble exception of the Rails, Is ad- 
vancing while general business is. 
apparently, still declining. There 
are three possible explanations for 
this paradoxical market action: 


1. Sales have ineeneral held up 
well while production has slump- 
ed. Hence inventories have been 
declining for nearly six months 
und now orders should noon be 
»temmin? the decline in produc- 
tion, and probablv causing an up- 
turn. Generally speaking, there is 
as yet no real evidence of this 
chanc*. 
2. The Government's easy mon- 
ey policy hair caused ample fundi 
and credit to be available at a 
time when money often is tiRht. 
This may explain in part the con- 
wtant demand for "blue chip" 
stocks. 
3. Anticipation of the tax bill, 
coupled with unprecedented con- 
fidence in the •oundneM of the 
Eisenhower Administration'! flf- 
cal poltcle* mav well be canning 
a reneral reappraisal of invest- 
ment favorite* on * hifher price- 
timea-earninjt* butlft.

Secretary of Commerce Sinclair 
Weeks said the Census Bureau is 
abandoning, showed February un- 
employment up 1,026,000 to a total 
3,385.000. 


Both methods involve checks at 


25.000 households, but the 
nevv 


sampling is taken over a much 
wider area than the old. 


Whatever the reason for the 


varying figures—and the Census 
Bureau said it couldn't give any 
right now—it appeared unemploy- 
ment had climbed anywhere from 
2,000.000 to 2,500,000 in the four 
months since October, when 1,162,- 
000 were reported as jobless. 


The February jobless jump was 


sure to touch off new controversy 
about the condition of the nation's 
economy. The CIO, waiting with a 
statement when the census figures 
were announced, called the new 
total "a disgrace to America." 


But some government spokes- 


men say there are signs the un- 
employment trend is slowing. 


If the unemployment trend in 


the manufacturing field is dim- 
inishing — and some government 
specialists say they think this is 
happening — the March situation 
may depend upon what happens in 
agriculture, where tilings largely 
hinge on the weather.
